This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed January 20, 2004. 

Response to Amendment 
The limitations added to claim 1 are sufficient to overcome the admitted prior art and 
Suzuki (JP 06-196397) references either alone or in combination. Therefore, the rejections of 
claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are hereby withdrawn.

Claim 1 is allowed in view of Applicant's amendment of claim 1 to include the 
limitations of former claim 5, which was indicated to contain allowable subject matter in the 
previous office action.
